CHURCHILL-ROOSEVELT PROBLEMS 


The Churchill-Roosevelt conference in 
Canada boils down to one main thing— 
will Great Britain use the army she has 
been training in England, plus w hatever 
U. S. troops may be there, to launch a sec­ 
ond front across the Channel in France? 
To understand this question fully and 
to understand what Churchill and Roose­ 
velt face, it is necessary to know the back­ 
ground of what has been going on ( I ) with 
Russia, (2) at Casablanca, (3) at the May- 
June conference between the President and 
the Prime Minister. Here is my own per­ 
sonal diagnosis of w hat has taken place 
regarding e a c h : 
I. Russia. As everyone knows, Russia 
has been asking the United States and 
Britain repeatedly for a second front in 
b ranee. Each time we have sidestepped. 
In June, 1942, when Foreign Minister Mol- 
otoff came to Washington we told him the 
United States had only just come into the 
war and wasn’t ready. Molotoff sym pa­ 
thized. He had pointed out that Britain 
had a large army in England. W e had to 
reply that the United States could not dic­ 
tate what Britain did w’ith her troops. 
Several times since then Russia asked 
us for a .second front in France. W e 
have given different excuses: that we were 
setting up a front in North Africa, that we 
were beginning operations in Sicily, th a t 
a second front across the Channel would 
cost terrific casualties. To the latter Rus­ 
sia has replied: 
“Of course it would cost casualties, but 
what do you think we have been doing, 
attending a tea party? This is war, we have 
lost more than four million men.” 
So last week, as the tide of victory be­ 
gall to turn decisively in favor of the Al­ 
lies, Stalin gently reminded us through 
“ P rav d a”, his controlled newspaper, that 
we had not yet started a second front, that 
Churchill and Roosevelt had both violated 
their Casablanca promises for a second 
front, and implied th a t since we hadn't

A Cynics Suggestion 
I remember vaguely hearing 
once of some cynic who wa* hold­ 
ing forth on the dark aspects of 
life and he was challenged by a 
blooming optimist to suggest one 
improvement in the best of all pos­ 
sible worlds. He replied instantly 
that he would have the weeds ss 
delicate as the edible vegetables, 
and the edible plants as indestruct­ 
ible as the weeds. Neither memory 
nor my array of books of quota­ 
tions throws any light on just who 
this was. Perhaps my friend, Mr. 
Henry Haskell, of the Kansas City 
Star, will be able to aupply the an­ 
swer in his famous "Random 
Thoughts” column. 
At any rate, the spectacle of the 
ragweed certainly points up the 
truth of the cynic’s idea. I used to 
advocate in this column that one 
way to relieve the hay fever men­ 
ace would be to employ bands of 
laborers with scythes to cut down 
all the ragweed plants about this 
time of year in a ten-mile radius 
around any city. 


Impractical Idea 
The plant is easy to identify 
and the idea seemed to me to be 
feasible. But I am informed by an 
extremely able botanist that the 
desired result would be impossible
